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East Coleman 
Hold Meeting 


Some 30 East Coleman ratepay¬ 
ers in Improvement District No. 
10 held a meeting last week to dis¬ 
cuss the expenditure of the Provin¬ 
cial Government’s Recreational 
grant that is available to the East 
Coleman, Blairmore Road and 
Grafton town districts. 

The grant totals some $8400.00. 
A former plan between the town 
of Coleman and the Improvement 
District No. 10 to pool their gov¬ 
ernment grants together to build 
a swimming pool did not materi¬ 
alize as the proposal was turned 
down when the citizens of Cole¬ 
man proper went to the polls and 
turned down a by-law authorizing 
the town council to borrow money 
to go into the matter of jointly 
building the swimming pool with 
the Improvement District. 

With the retirement of Steve 
Mraz and Ed Churla from the Im¬ 
provement District No. 10 Recrea¬ 
tional committee, a new commit¬ 
tee was elected and comprises 
Bill Skura, Steve Rypien, Alex Se- 
kella and new members Amelia 
Kropinak, Helen Kropinak and 
Steve Liska. 

The newly - formed committee 
will investigate feasible methods of 
spending the government recrea¬ 
tional grant in the Improvement 
District No. 10 area to serve the 
yotlng people of the area and the 
committee is to report at the next 
meeting. 

The matter of continuing the 
cement sidewalks in East Cole¬ 
man was discussed and since 
there is a considerable amount of 
money remaining which was allot¬ 
ted to the area the meeting de¬ 
cided to continue the program this 
year. The money is from the Pro¬ 
vincial Government’s five year 
program grants. 

The question of water service 


for Grafton town and Blairmore 
road residents was again brought 
up and discussed at the meeting. 

These two areas get their water 
supply from wells and it was dis¬ 
closed that with the dry summer 
last year that some of the wells 
were condemned and others were 
dry. 

The town of Coleman had been 
approached previously with a view 
to getting Coleman to service these 
two areas in the Improvement 
District with water, but after some 
discussion no further action was 
taken. 

It was decided to draft a letter 
for the residents of this area, 
which is to be circulated in these 
two areas to find out how many 
of the residents here would be in¬ 
terested in getting water service 
from the town of Coleman. 

It was also reported at the meet¬ 
ing that the water table in the 
Crows Nest River passing through 
the middle of East Coleman was 
rising and as a result many base¬ 
ments in the area were being 
troubled with flooding. 

The committee will write to Har¬ 
ry Strome, Minister of Agricult¬ 
ure, with a view to getting the 
government to dredge the river 
through East Coleman. 

A new slate of officers was then 
elected to office and will comprise 

President, Ed Churla. 

Secretary, Steve Mraz. 

Committee members, Geo. Tag¬ 
gart, Steve Liska, Alex Sekella, 
Ed Yagos, Henry Tiberghien and 
Bill Skura. 

Present at the meeting were 
William Kovach, MLA, of Hill- 
crest, and Joe Hanrahan of the 
Department of Highways who ably 
answered questions put forth by 
the citizens ot improvement Dis¬ 
trict No. 10.

Although the disaster will al¬ 
ways be remembered as a ter¬ 
rible tragedy, it was obvious at 
the various functions held to 
mark the occasion, that time has 
perhaps mellowed the tragedy 
into something that is now al¬ 
most a celebration and not a 
commemoration. 

Perhaps the actual participants 
in the disaster can be forgiven af¬ 
ter 60 years for not feeling too sad 
about the whole affair. After all, 
it was a long time ago, and the 
few remaining alive to commem¬ 
orate the event were the surviv¬ 
ors giving them every reason to 
celebrate. 

And for those who- arrived in 
Frank after the slide, but who re¬ 
member the area well In those 
early 1900’s, the commemoration, 
reunion or celebration, has justi¬ 
fiably become a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity for saying hello to the peo¬ 
ple who were -good friends many 
years ago, but had slipped—tem¬ 
porarily—out of sight and out of 
mind. 

Dignified Ceremony 

The memorial service at the 
tomb of some of the disaster vic¬ 
tims was conducted with all the 
reverence and dignity the brief 
ceremony demanded. 

A crowd of several hundred peo¬ 
ple gathered in chilly weather to 
remember those who lost their 
lives. 

Rev. Kazuo Iwaasa said the 
opening prayer; Rev. P. E. Millen 
gave the lesson and Rev. P. A. 
Tessier said further prayers be¬ 
fore a simple ceremony of laying 
a wreath from the town was car¬ 
ried out by Frank Mayor, Ludwig 
Margetak 

The two-minute silence ended 
with the notes of Bandmaster 
Frank Edl’s trumpet playing the 
solemn Last Post and then as 
Frank police constable Wilfred 
Milburn raised the flag from its 
half mast position to the top of 
the flagpole, the strident notes of 
Reveille rang out. 

After more brief prayers by the 
ministers, the onlookers, Cubs and 
Scouts of the 1st Lions, Blairmore, 
RCMP Corporal Garnet Walker, 
and Constable Barry Goldberg, 
joined W02 Edl and the band of 
the 31st Technical Squadron, RC- 
EME, in the beautiful hymn, O 
God Our Help in Ages Past. 

The service over, hundreds of 
the spectators who had come to 
remember April 29, 1903, wander¬ 
ed around among the huge bould¬ 
ers, some as large as a house, 
some just small, some close to 
the foot of the deadly Turtle Min., 
some — even huge ones — stand¬ 
ing starkly up to two miles from 
the mountain. 

An Amaxing Sight 
To those looking at the scene 
for the first time there was amaze¬ 
ment and wonder, for the old-tim¬ 
ers coming back for perhaps the 
10th, 20th, maybe even 60th time 
there was just acceptance that 
this thing they remembered so 
well was still here until the end 
of time. 

Quickly the solemnity of the ser¬ 
vice vanished. Old friends got to¬ 
gether to discuss “the good old 
days”. Others headed for the fine 
concert provided by the town.

The 
residents of the Crows Nest Pass 
are looking forward to hearing this 
recording.
